or died of fever or gangrene at Val- 
ley Forge the enemies of his own 
household were not ashamed to play 
politics for the downfall of their com- 
mander even at the risk of losing their 
common cause. 
Lafayette, hot with 


indignation, writing to his well-loved 
chief December 30, 1777, said, with 
the restraint that good taste put upon 
a well-bred alien pen: 


"I see. plainly that America can de- 


fend herself if proper measures are 
taken; but I becin to fear that she 
may be lost by herself and her own 
sons." 


And Washington, with his never- 


failins courage and with a cheerful- 
ness he could not have felt, replied: 


"We must not, in «*o great a contest, 


expect nothing but •sunshine. I have 
no doubt that everything happens for 
the best, that we shall triumph over 
our misfortunes, and in the end be 
happy; and then, my dear marquis, 
if you will give me your company in 
Virginia, we will laugh at our past 
difficulties and the folly of others." 


So wrote the man who, in dead of

To prove eonduwvefy to the people of 


southern Pennsylvania that they are here 
to enforce the law, in every particular.tbe 
five state policemen stationed at Gettys- 
burg conducted another week-eud ot ac- 
tivity and succeeded in arresting three al- 
iened members of a notorious gang of Blue 
Ridge Mountain petty thieves, and in 
frightening the inhabitants of Beartown, a 
Blue Ridge hamlet, into telling .them the 
likely whereabouts of the fourth member 
of the gang. After working four days to 
ascertain the probable thieves, Corporal 
Dixon and Private Moliinkof swooped 
down upon the village of Beartown and 
arrested Clarence Crilly, Paul Crilly, and 
Ira Richards, all ranging from 20 to '25 
years of age. Samuel Shockey, another al- 
leged member of the gang, managed to 
make his escape and is still at large in the 
mountains. The three young men who 
had been arrested were taken to Waynes- 
boro and handed over to the custody of 
authorities there. 


Only a few hours after the state police 


had concluded their raid on Beartown, 
Privates Crumleigh and Exford made a 
lightning like arre<t of two sailors who 
broke into and robbed the house of Harry 
Hoke who lives a short distance north of 
Gettysburg. Mr. and Mrs. Hoke had been 
visiting at York Springs and upon their 
return, Sunday evening, found that some 
one had entered their home, ransacked it, 
and stolen a pair of auto pliers, two re- 
volvers, old coins, a pocketbook contain- 
ing about $4, gloves, and a knife.

concerning nn odd phase of post-war 
commerce between this and Eijropean 
countries, and beating on the high cost 
of necessities here. 
He pointed out 


that after the armistice Denmark had 
Imported from America in such tremen- 
dous volume th.it the country became 
greatly overstocked 


"Until within the last three or four 


months," Mr. Morris said, "Denmark 
was shipping hack to the United States 
the \ery goods that hdO been sent from 
here to Copenhagen and reselling them 
In America at a profit after having 
added twice the cost of transatlantic 
carriage over the original costs. 


Lower Freights to Westward. 


"One reason \\hy it has been profit- 


able to reshlp to the United States the 
surplus stores of goods and materials, 
such as cotton originalIj received fron< 
this country, Is that ships arriving in 
Europe laden with American good« 
would have had to return with empty 
holds. The fact that Em ope had not 
enough else to export to America to 
fill outgoing bottoms caused a reduc- 
tion in the freight rates to the west. 
Danish merchants thus engaged reaped 
a harvest (even with the rate of ex- 
change against them 


"Copenhagen, the ambassador said, 


Is ambitious to become the great port 
of entry for Europe, and to that end 
Is seeking to handle permanently the 
tonnage that used to go through Brem- 
en and Hamburg. 
A vast amount of 


that business Is now done in the Dan- 
ish port." 


Scandinavian countries are keen to 


do business with the United States, 
said Mr. Morris, and he added that it 
was advantageous to them and to us 
too. 


"These northern countries need coal 


and look to America since England 
placed a ban on coal shipments to 
Scandinavian countries," he Slid pa- 
renthetically. 


Much Pulp Wood in Sweden. 


"Sweden and England should be able 


to solve the problem of America's 


newsprint s-hoitage, for there is an un- 
limited «upplj of pulp wood, and only 
the uncertainty as to the future of the 
paper maiket seems to stand in the 
way of building new mills which would 
take care of the world's needs," Mr. 
Morris suggested. 
Re\ertlng to the 


British roal situation, he commented: 
"England has not enough coal for 
herself and the big liners sailing un- 
der the British flag are forced to take 
two or three days longer to make 
transatlantic trips because they can 
cross with less fuel while not running 
at high speed."

Lafayette, hot with 
Indignation, writing to his well-loved 
chief December 80. 1777, said, with 
the restraint that good taste put upon 
a well-bred -alien pen: 


"I see. plainly that America can de- 
fend herself if proper measures are 
taken; but I begin to fear that she 
may be lost by herself and her own 
sons.'* 


And 
AYashington, 
with his 
never- 
failing courage and with a cheerful- 
ness he could not have felt, replied: 


"We must not, In so great a contest, 
expect nothing but sunshine, 
I have 
no doubt that everything happens for 
the best, that we shall triumph over 
our misfortunes, and In the end be 
happy; and then, my dear marquis. 
If you will give me your company in 
Virginia, we will laugh at our past 
dlfilcultles and the folly of others." 


So wrote the man who, In dead of 
winter, commanded an army without

These diver« had no apparatus 
save a stone to carry tliem quickly to 
tlie bottom and to cling to for the 
brief period, about two minutes, they 
could stay below.
